Carbajal, Carranza, Villa and 
Zapata Assure U. S. of De- 
Sire for Peace. 


KINGSTON, Jamaica, July 24.—Gen. 
Huerta and the party of fugitives from 
Mexico accompanying him arrived here 
at noon today on board the German 


cruiser Dresden from Puerto Mexico. 

Arrangements had been made in ad- 
vance for the former Mexican dictator, 
with Gen. Blanquet and the rest of the 
party, to remain here for a week or 
more at a hotel where several other 
Mexican refugees already have taken up 
their quarters. 

WASHINGTON, July 24.—Direct ad- 
vices to the United States today from 
Provisional President Carbajal, Gen. 
Carranza, Gens. Villa and Emiliano Za- 
pata—the four chief elements in the 
Mexican problem—renewed the hopes of 
officials here for peace. 

Carbajal, through the Brazilian Min- 
ister in Mexico City, declared officially 
that he was willing to transfer the exec- 
utive power to Carranza and had sent 
a delegate, Reginaldo Cepeda, to ar- 
range matters with the Constitutional- 
ist chief. Carbajal reiterated that he 
merely wanted an amnesty for political 
offenders and guarantees for the safety 
of the property of people who had sup- 
ported Huerta. 

Carranza. through the American Con- 
sul accompanying him, manifested his 
reodiness to be lenient with the foes of 
the Constitutionalists and.give the de- 
sired guarantees, 

Villa, in a message phrased in most 
courteous terms, spoke of his desire to 
see peace established on a basis of jus- 
tice and liberty and gave assurances 
that he would do his utmost to restore 
normal conditions. 

Communication with Zapata has been 
difficult, but official word has been ob- 
tained from him in which he manifests 
9 desire to join with the Constitution- 
alist.chiefs in rehabilitating the govern- 
mental machinery throughout Mexico. 

John R. Silliman, President Wilson’s 
personal representative, reported from 
Tampico that Gen. Carranza had told 
him confidence could be placed in his 
attitude, not only toward the proposition 
of safety guarantees, but also toward 
the representations growing out of the 
execution of two French citizens at 
Zacatecas. 

Madero Assassins Have Filed. 

Carranza’s statement was interpreted 
in many quarters as indicating that he 
would declare amnesty for the forces 
that fought him. Elsewhere it was 
suggested he might reserve the right to 
punish the men involved in the anti- 
Madero plot. Whether that would be 
acceptable by the Carbajal Government 
was only conjectural. Inasmuch, how- 
ever, as most of the men implicated in 
Madero’s assassination have fled from 
Mexico, hope was expressed that an 
agreement speedily might be reached. 

Reginaldo Cepeda, who has been named 
by Provisional President Carbajal to 
confer with Carranza, was on his way 


today. As soon as he is received by 
the revolutionary chief to arrange de- 
tails for the transfer of the Mexico 
City Government, an armistice formally 
will be signed. Carranza’s detailed at- 
titude toward amnesty for political of- 
fenders and genéral guarantee for the 
populace probably will be revealed then. 
Volunteer Envoys Out. 

The three Federal commissioners who 
left Mexico recently for Monterey to 
talk with Carranza went as volunteers. 
Now that Cepada has received a for- 
mal appointment probably they will not 
figure in negotiations. 

Dr. Cepeda is a former Governor of 
San Luis Potosi. He was elected to that 
office in 1911, but was deposed by Huer- 
ta and imprisoned. He is an intimate 
friend of Caranza and entirely Consti- 
tutionalist in sympathies. 


Investigation of Huerta’s Financial 
Methods Ordered by Carbajal. 
MEXICO CITY, July 24.—President 
Carbajal has ordered an investigation 
of the financial methods of the Huerta 
government. If irregularities are found 
those guilty of them will be punished, 

according to law, it is stated. 

The Government announced today that 
it would begin negotiations immediately 
with the American authorities in Vera 
Cruz to arrange for establishment of the 
Federal service there under Mexican of- 
ficials. The Government will also pro- 
pose the re-establishment of Mexican 
military authorities at Vera Cruz. 


Railroad Repaired and Train From 
Mexico City Reaches Vera Cruz. 
VERA CRUZ, July 24.—The _ first 

through train from Mexico City since 

the American occupation of Vera Cruz 
arrived here early today, the breach in 
the railroad having been repaired. It 

brought many passengers, including a 

large number of Huerta adherents, who 

took the opportunity to leave the Fed- 
eral capital before its occupation by 

Constitutionalists.

$223,008 IN CASH 


Mrs. Mary Blanke Kept Money 
on Hand So Disaster 
Couldn’t Overtake Her. 


CONSERVED HER LEGACY 


When Candy Maker’s Widow In- 
vested in Stocks, She Put 
Like Amount in Bank. 


Mrs. Ida Mary Loud of 1930 Virginia 
avenue, daughter of Mrs. Mary Jane 
Blanke, the inventory of whose 
estate, filed a few days ago, showed 
that $223,598.50 of her $823,519.11 per- 
sonal estate was in the form of cash, 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter Friday 
why her mother kept such an unusual 
amount of cash in banks. 

Mrs. Blanke, according to Mrs. 
Loud, acted on the principle of the 
man who puts his money in different 
pockets so that he will not lose all 
if he is held up. She kept large sums 
in different banks so that if disaster 
overtook one there would be a suf- 
ficiency in another. 

Replenished Cash When Investing. 

Following the same rule, whenever 
she invested in such fluctuating com- 
modities as stocks, bonds, real estate 
or business enterprises, she would 
adc a proportionate sum to her cash 
deposits. 

This practice she considered a safe- 
guard against the danger of her en- 
tire holdings being wiped out by any 
single calamity. 

When the inventory was taken 
after her death it was found that she 


had a certificate of deposit for $95,- 


695.50 and cash in bank amounting to 
$127,903.91. 

Before her marriage to Auguste H. 
Blunke, a candy manufacturer, when 
she was Miss Mary Farmer, she 
taught at the Laclede School a num- 
ber of years. It was in that per- 
lod that she formed many of her 
ideas about the management of 
wealth, Later in life she was asso- 
ciated closely with her husband in 
the management of his large and 
varied business interests. It is be- 
lieved by Mrs. Blanke’s survivors 
that the fortune Blanke left his wid- 
ow has been increased one-third by 
her conservative methods of manag- 
ing it. 

The other items of Mrs. Blanke’s 
personal estate were $17,800 in notes, 
$473,000 in stocks, $108,000 in bonds 
and $319.70 in chattels. 

Unusual Amount of Cash. 

It is unusual for the possessor of an 
extensive estate to keep such a large 
proportion of it in currency. Almost 
one-fourth of the personal estate of 
Mrs. Blanke was in cash. 

Of the $17,264,154 personal estate left 
by Adolphus Busch, the amount in cash 
was $786,134.49. The proportion in cash 
was only about one-twenty-second. 
When Benjamin Altman died recently in 
New York it was found that of his es- 
tate, appraised as worth between $20,- 
000,000 and $23,000,000, only $28,444 was in 
cash. 

Mrs. Blanke was 76 years old, and 
lived at 3219 Russell avenue. Her es- 
tate eventually will go to Mrs. Loud’s 
three sons.

TO BE OPENED 10 
COMMERCE AUG. 15 


War Department Steamer Will 
Probably Conduct First 
Fleet Through. 


WASHINGTON, July 24.—War Depart- 
ment officials today perfecting 
plans for the opening of the Panama 
Canal to commerce on Aug. 15. The ves- 
sel which would be given the honor of 


leading a fleet of merchantmen through 
the great waterway had not been de- 
termined upon, but it was probable that 
the Cristobal, a War Department steam- 
er, would be selected. 

No ceremonies will mark the event. 
That will wait until the official open- 
ing in March, 1915, when an international 
fleet of warships will pass through the 
waterway and up the Pacific Coast. 
Secretary Garrison in announcing the 
date of the canal opening, stated that 
at this time ships needing. not more 
than 30 feet of water can be accommo- 
dated in the passage between the two 
oceans. A greater depth will be avall- 
able later. Some of the navy’s dread- 
naughts might now grope through the 
canal, hut Secretary Daniels said he 
would not venture the passage of a bat- 
tleship until deeper draft was reached. 
While the Cristobal probably will be 
selected to lead the first commercial 
fleet, through the canal, yet the distinc- 
tion of being the first steam vessel to 
go through the great waterway betongs 
to the Alex La Valley crane-construc- 
tion boat. Her passage occurred in the 
ordinary course’ of canal work,. Jan. 7. 
La Valley, Capt. Carter commanding, 
has been working on the Atlantic en- 
trance. She crept along the canal, 
passing through the Culebra cut. soon 
after Gamboa dike was blown up and 
before th. great earth slides had thor- 
oughly developed and partially: closed 
the canal. None but the crew. was 
aboard. La Valles, on the last stage of 
her journey, left Pedro Miguel lock at 
9:30 on the morning of Jan. 7, passed 
through Miralflores lock at 10:15 a. m. 
and reached the Pacific channel dt 11:0 
a, m. 


The first man to go through the canal 
was Alfred Brown, an American, who 
swam from the Gatun iocks to Balboa, 
a distance of 30 miles, on Nov. 24 last, 
in 16h. 35m. actual swimming time. 
The first vessel to pass completely 
around South America by way of the 
canal was the tug Reliance, Capt. R. C. 
Thompson, which sailed from Colon Feb. 
14, 1912, voyaged 10,500 miles around 
South America and returned to the At- 
lantic Ocean through Gatun lotks, Feb.

IFAYAL CHOSEN AS PORTE’S 
NEW STATION IN THE AZORES 


Headquarters for Flying Boat’s Trip Is Moved 
From St. Michaels to Afford Better 
Shelter for the America. 


— 


PONTA DELGADA, Azores, July 24.— 
On account of t. postocnement of the 
start of the transatlantic flight of Lieut. 
John Cyril Porte in the Rodman Wana- 


maker hydroaeroplane America, John 


Lansing Callan nas arranged to move 


the floating machine shop and 200 gal- 
lons of gasoline from St. Michaels to 
Fayal, where the motors can be over- 
hauled after the arrival of the Americu. 
The winds in August are different from 
those of July and the lee of Mount Bra- 
zil, on the Island of Fayal, will offer 
a smoother sea for a getaway for the 
next lap of the flight. 

If the America is unable to rise from 
Fayal with a full load on her way io 
Vigo, Spain; the next stopping place, 
Lieut. Porte will take her to St. Mi- 
chaels for a supply of gas. 

Lieut. Porte has asked Callan to join 
him at Fayal in order that he may fly 
with him on the last lap. 


All Arrangements Complete. 

Arrangements for the reception of the 
flying boat at the Azores are complete. 
If Lieut. Porte can plot his craft into 
sight of the islands, even in a cripple 
condition, it is probable that the flight 
will be successfully completed, for a 
supply of tools and motor parts that 
will enable him to whip the boat into 
condition to continue the journey within 
a very short time after its arrival has 
been provided. Once the machine passes 
the Azores it will have met its severest 
test, for it is only 600 miles to Vigo, 
Spain, where more stations have been 
established, and the flying boat then 
will be near land all the way to its des- 
tination. 

As soon as Callan reached the Azores 
he made a teur of the archipelago to 
study the harbors and wind conditions. 
The tentative plan was for the flying 
boat to drop at Flores, the ‘nearest 
island to Newfoundland; to pick up 
enough gasoline at that place to carry 
the machine on to Fayal, 133 miles dis- 
tant. 

No Protection There. 

Callan found; however, that the open 
harbor at Flores offered no protection 
and that the winds were likely to be 


| 


sighted. 


strong enough to kick up a sea that 


would be too rough to permit a landing 


or a getaway. 

At St. Michaels he established a com- 
plete repair and supply depot, but now 
will move it to Fayal. 

Under ordinary conditions the machine 
will. be ready to continue its flight with- 
in five hours after its arrival, and just 
as fresh as when it left St. John’s. 

Government officials in the Azores 
have entered heartily into arrangements 
and are doing everything possible to in- 
sure protection for the boat while it is 
in Azorean waters. 

As arrangements with the island Gov- 
ernment had to be made through a semi- 
official source, Callan put himself into 
the hands of American Consul Haeberle, 
and the elaborate patrol plans are due 
largely to the efforts of the Consul. 


Governor Enthusiastic. 

With the Consul, he called on the 
civil Governor, Jacinto Gago de Faria 
Maria, who greeted them enthusias- 
tically and discussed the best methods 
to pursue. He then called in the Cap- 
tain of the Port, who will have imme- 
diate supervision of the patrol. 

The authorities expect to surround the 
flying boat with Government vessels 
filled with soldiers as soon as it lights 
on the water, and in this way to keep 
all other vessels at a safe distance. The 
port pilot will keep all transatlantic 
vessels anchored at a point far enough 
away from the flying boat to insure it 
a long straightaway when it attempts 
to retake the air. 

Officials and clubmen were eager to 
prepare banquets and entertainment for 
the aviators when they arrive, but un- 
der the conditions of the flight they 
cannot come ashore, so the celebrations 
will be confined to the spectators of the 
flight. 

Callan sent to every shipping office 
in this part of the world announcements 
of ‘the flight, describing the flying boat 
and asking assistance if it is found to 
be in trouble. The pilot stations on 
each of the islands also are on the look- 
out and at each a boat is in readiness 
to rush to the assistance of Porte and

75 per cent of its business in 1913 be- 
cause the Mutual Films Corporation re- 
fused to sell his company films after 
the latter had refused to stay in terri- 
tory which the Mutual company had 
outlined for it. 

While the State’s investigation is main- 
ly against the Mutual Films Corpora- 
tion of Missouri, it also is being directed 
against the Mutual Films Corporation, 
an older company. 

Werner, representing the complainants, 
told how, prior to the organization of 
the Mutual Films Corporation of Mis- 
souri, his firm was fought by the older 
corporation. He said officials of this 
company told him when the older com- 
pany was being organized that unless 
the Swanson-Crawford company sold out 
it would be driven out of business. 

Werner said they tried to carry out 
this threat. His company, he said, was 
paying % per cent dividends on $150,000 
stock, or $37,500 a year, when the fight 
began more than a year ago. Since 
then, he said, the business had fallen 
otf 75 per cent. 

He attributed this to the refusal of 
the Mutual to sell his company any 
more films because his company had 
rented their releases in Illinois and 
elsewhere. The Mutual, he declared, 
wished to handle the outside business 
from its Chicago office. When his com- 
pany persisted in renting where it 
pleased, he said, the larger flom began 
releasing the same film in the same 
town several days ahead of release 
time. 

This, he explained, made the same film 
virtually worthless to his customers 
when they got them several days later. 
Later, he said, the Mutual telegraphed 
his company it would no longer sell to 
Swanson-Crawford certain films, which 
Werner said were the best crowd-draw- 
ers on the market. 

As most of the other manufacturer 
had their own exchanges, he said, it 
made it virtually imperative for the 
Swanson-Crawford company to purchase 
from the Mutual, so as to have enough 
new films on hand to supply their de- 
mand. 

Several moving picture exhibitors, 
former customers of the Swanson-Craw- 
ford company, testified that about a 
year ago the latter company became 
unable to supply them with enough new 
films, and that as a consequence tney 
nad to deal with other firms.

Town Clerk Fires 4 Shots With

JONES NOMINATION 


Trust Program Will Be Pushed 
in Hope of Adjourning by 
Sept. 15. 


PRESIDENT’S EXPLANATION 


Says Fight Was Dropped at Chi- 
cagoan’s Request to Hurry 
Along New Legislation. 


WASHINGTON, July “#—With the 
bitter fight in the Senate over the con- 
firmation of Thomas D. Jones of Chi- 
cago, President Wilson's nominee for the 
Federal Reserve Board, ended, Senators 
today were breathing a sigh of relief 
that the prolonged contest was over, and 
were preparing to settle down to con- 
sideratian of the administration's anti- 


trust program. 
Belief on the part of Present Wilson 


that the program might be endangered 
were the fight contiued, was responsible 
for the withdrawal of the nomination. 
The contest had delayed consideration 
of. anti-trust legislation. Democratic 
leaders in the Senate today were de- 
termined to press to a conclusion the 
anti-trust program and bring Congress 
to adjournment at the ealiest possible 
moment. 

To that end, the interstate trade 
commission bill, already before the Sen- 
ate, was to be taken up in earnest. 
After its passage the Clayton anti-trust 
and the railway securities bills were to 
be disposed of. These three measures, 
constituting the entire anti-trust pro- 
gram, are now before the Senate. Ad- 
ministration leaders today hope for ad- 
journment of Congress not later than 
September 16. 

Interest in Warburg Case. 

Interest in the Reserve Board situa- 
tion today centered in the discussion 
as to whom President Wilson would 
choose as Jones’ successor and the out- 
come of the contest over the confirma- 
tion of Paul M. Warburg, the New 
York banker, nominated to be a mem- 
ber of the Reserve Board. The names 
of Omar F. Hershey, of Baltimore, and 
M. Fenton, the choice of Senator Lewis 
of Illinois were understood to be under 
consideration. Belief prevailed today 
that Assistant Secretary Hamlin of the 
Treasury Department would now be 
made Governor of the Federal Reserve 
Board. 

President Wilson’s action in withdraw- 
ing the nomination of Jones, it was 
stated at the White House, was not an 
indication that there had been any 
change in his determination to insist 
upon the confirmation of Warburg. As- 
surances have been given the President 
that Warburg can be confirmed. 

By withdrawing the nomination of 
Jones, President Wilson brought to an 
end the bitterest fight of his adminis- 
tration.- In doing so the President acted 
in harmony with the written request of 
Jones, who urged that he no longer be 
permitted to remain a cause of embar- 
rassment. 

The President's action. was entirely 
unexpected. His message reached the 
Senate just as Senator Reed of Mis- 
souri (Dem.), who opposed confirma- 
tion, was concluding a speech denounc- 
ing the International Harvester Co., of 
which Jones is a director, and those re- 
sponsible for its existence and opera- 
tions. 

The contest was at its height and 
feeling was running high. The mes- 
Sage caused a mild sensation, caused 
many Senators to wreathe easier and 


ended debate that promised to continue 


indefinitely. 

Correspondence in Case. 
Accompanying the message was Jones' 
letter and the President’s reply. Jones 
had been opposed because of his con- 
nection with the Harvester company, 
under indictment as a trust, and the 
Banking Committee had submitted a 
majority report adverse to confirma- 
tion. 

The correspondence between the Presi- 
dent and Jones was made public at the 
White House. It follows: 

“CHICAGO, July 20, 1914. 

“My Dear Mr. President: I have 
reached a definite conviction that it 
is my duty to ask you to withdraw 
my nomination as a member of the 
Federal Reserve Board. You are aware 
that I was in no sense whatever an 
applicant for the office. It was with 
the gravest reluctance that I agreed to 
accept the honorable but heavy burdens 
of that office in case my nomination 
were sent to the Senate and confirmed 
by it. 


At the invitation 
vf the Committee on Banking and Cur- 
rency I willingly appeared before it to 
answer any questions which they might 
desire to. ask me, and I endeavored to 
answer with entire frankness all the 
questions that were asked and my tes- 
timony was made public at my re- 
quest.

That my 
nomination and the controversy that 
has arisen over it in the Committee on 
Banking and Currency is seriously em- 
barrassing your administration and is 
causing injury to the party of which 
you are the leader, is too clear to ad- 
mit of any doubt. And in view of the 
character of the report made by the 
majority of the Committee on Banking 
and Currency, a majority composed of 
six Republicans and two Democrats— 
much of it based on distortion of facts 
and perversion of truth—I feel convinced 
that such opposition has developed to 
the confirmation of my appointment 
and such criticism has been made of my 
nomination that even if the nomination 
were confirmed by the Senate my use- 
fulness as a member of the Federal Re- 
serve Board would be seriously im- 
paired. 

“I am not willing longer to re-

Prises Confidence Shown. 


In @ personal letter to the Presi- 
dent accompanying the formal re- 
quest, Jones said: 

“I cannot let the matter go with- 
out a personal word, which I deemed 
inappropriate to be inserted in that 
letter. I confess that the opportu- 
nity to be associated with you, even 
in a minor way, in the actual creative 
work of government took strong hold 
upon my imagination. It served to 
overbear doubts of the wisdom of my 
undertaking the task presented, 
growing mainly out of considera- 
tions of health. I doubt whether I 
could have stood the work long, but 
I was prepared to devote the last 
ounce of strength there was in me to 
the work, which your proposal seemed 
to bring me. 

“Now that the vision is passed, my 
preponderant feeling is that of pro- 
found relief. I had come to feel that 
I was in some way the occasion of 
getting you into inextricable diffi!- 
culties. * 6 sure that my with- 
drawal is wise 

J hardly dare trust myse!. to say 
how deeply I prize the confidence 
you have shown in me and your en- 
deavors to carry the matter through. 
It will always be a matter of real and 
deep pride to me. 

“With light apparently ahead in 
Mexico and with achievements al- 
ready accomplished which even the 
most sanguine could not have antici- 
pated a year and a half ago, you can 
afford to face minor irritations with 
entire equanimity. If from now on 
you are to be beset with controversy 
and difficulties you can, in my opin- 
tion, rely with entire confidence upon 
the fact that your past achievements 
will rank with the highest achieve- 
ments of the holders of your great 
office.” 

President Expresses Regret. 

President Wilson’s reply was: 

My Dear Friend: 

“Your letter of the 2th of July brings 
to me, I think, more kinds of regret 
than any other letter I ever received; 
regret first of all that the country 
should lose the invaluable services of 
such a mam as I, and all fair-minded 
men, who know you at all, know you to 
be; regret that I should have brought 
upon you so unpleasant an experience 
in which you were treated with gross 
and manifest injustice; regret that such 
circumstances should seem even for the 
moment to be associated with appoint- 
ment to high office under the great 
Government of the United States repre- 
senting a generous, fair and honorable 
people; regret that tne organization of 
a great banking system should be so 
embarrassed and obstructed. 

“You need not think that anything in 
the present circumstances has embar- 
rassed me in the least. It causes me 
not the slightest embarrassment. I 
have no moment of hesitation or flag- 
ging enthusiasm in standing by men. 
whom I honor and believe in. It gives 
me nothing but pleasure and exhilara- 
tion to stand by them at any time and 
to any extent. You may leave my feel- 
ings (my feelings for myself) out of the 
reckoning. 


Opposition From Minority. 


“The aspect of this matter, which 
seems to me of gravest concern and 
consequence, is that the choice of mem- 
bers of the Federal Reserve Board of 
the new banking system should have 
been an occasion of partisan alignment 
and action. The adverse report on your 
nomination to which you justly refer 
as unfair and untrue, is, of course, not 
to be charged to the feeling or action 
of the Senate of the United States or 
to anything for which that great body 
as a whole can be held responsible. 
The report is signed only by the minor- 
ity members of the committee and by 
two members of the majority who have 
usually acted with them. There is not 
reason to believe that either in its tem- 
por or in its conclusions that report 
represents the attitude of the Senate 
itself. I wish most heartily that the 
inauguration of the new national bank- 
ing system, a system conceived and en- 
acted with no element of partisanship in 
its objects, might have been free from 
the unfortunate and ominous incident.

‘IT believe that the judgment and 
desire of the whole country cry out 
for a new temper in affairs. The 
time has come when discriminations 
against particular classes of men 
should be absolutely laid aside and 
discarded as unworthy of the coun- 
sels of a great people. The effort 
for genuine social justice, for peace, 
the peace which is founded on com- 
mon understandings and for pros- 
pority, the prosperity of co-operation 
and mutual trust and confidence, 
should be a united effort without 
partisan prejudice or class antagon- 
ism. It is only of such just and no- 
ble elements that the welfare of a 
great country can be compounded. 
We have breathed already too long 
the air of suspicion and distrust. The 
progress of reform is not retarded by 
generosity and fairness. 


Praises His Sincerity. 


“Your action in requesting that 
your name be withdrawn displays 
your usual sensitive regard for con- 
siderations other than your own per- 
sonal interest and sincerity, and sin- 
cerely as I regret it, I cannot but 
honor you for the action you have 
taken. I have no right to ask, much 
less to urge, that you continue to al- 
low yourself to be made the football 
of the sort of contest which has 
sprung up over this nomination. 

“Tt is a matter of genuine sorrow 
to me that a man like you should be 
excluded from the public service on 
great occasion. But neither of us is 
responsible for these extraordinary 
circumstances. We must both ac- 
cept them. I cannot ask you to un- 
dergo more than you have under- 
gone. I can only hope that better, 
cooler, wiser counsels may presently 
prevail. 


“Moreover, a great program of cor- 
rective and contsurctive legislation 
is on the eve of completion and I am 
sure that you would not wish, as I 
do not wish, anything of a personal 
character to stand even temporarily, 
in its way to delay or in any respect 
divert it. It is already clear that the 
country comprehends and will itself 
redress the injustice which has been 
done you.

CAVALRY CHARGES 
ULEAR STREETS IN 
A. PETERSBURG 


Stern Measures Taken Against 
Strikers After French 
President Departs. 


ST. PETERSBURG, July 2.—Stern 
measures were taken by the authorities 
today to suppress the strike riots which 
have been in progress for several days 
in the streets of the capital during 
which a large number of casualities 
have occurred in the conflict between 
the police and Cossacks on one side and 
the striking workmen on the other. 

Considerable leniency was shown dur- 
ing the presence here of Raymond Poin- 
care, President of the French republic, 
but immediately after his departure 
four regiments of cavalry of the guard 
and two regiments of cuilrassiers, under 
the command of Gen. Kesnakoff, ar- 
rived from Krasnoye-Selo, to assist in 
suppressing the disorders. They brought 
with them a number of quick firing 
machine guns. 

A squadron of the newly arrived cav- 
alry at once came into contact with 
the strikers, charging and dispersing 
a crowd of them. 

The authorities estimate the number 


of strikers at 135,000, but it is believed 
the total is greater. 

The street car service, which has bean 
interrupted for 48 hours, was restored 
today. This fact incensed the strikers, 
who hurled volleys of stones at the cars 
and their drivers as they proceeded 
through the streets. 

The police fired a few shots at the 
windows of the private houses from 
which stones had been thrown down at 
them. 

One significant feature of the strike is 
that the movement has been joined by 
many ulovernment employes.

MAYOR KIEL’S OPPORTUNITY. 

To the good service rendered the people of St. 
Louis by his support of the new charter, Mayor 
Kiel will soon have an opportunity to add an- 
other. 
hew government under the charter, which gives 
him greatly enlarged powers. 

As a leading advocate of the new charter, we 


presume the Mayor understands its spirit and 


purposes, and realizes his responsibilities as the 
first executive to put it into effect and exercise 


the new Mayoralty powers. 

The success of the new charter will depend 
largely upon the spirit in which its provisions are 
carried out. It will depend upon the character 
and capacity of the men chosen by the Mayor 
to organize the departments and direct their 
activities. 

The charter will be of little benefit to the people 
unless men of ability, force and honesty are se- 
lected to carry out its provisions and achieve the 
possibilities which reside in them. 

The new officers should be honest and compe- 


tent. They should be chosen for their special fit- 


ness to do the work required of them. They should 
be in hearty sympathy with the purpose which 
created and carried the charter, They should be 
devoted to the public welfare. They should be 
progressive. 

Whether the right men shall be selected depends 
upon Mayor Kiel. He can make or mar the ini- 
tial trial of the charter. If he resists the spoils- 
men and in the spirit of the charter’s efficiency 
provisions chooses the best available men for 
administrative offices the highest usefulness of 
the charter will be realized. If, on the other hand, 
he yields to personal and political influences in 
selecting appointees the new government will fall 
far short of justified expectations. It will be a 
failure. . 

We believe Mayor Kiel wants to do right and 
to serve the city. Never has a Mayor had greater 
opportunity. Strength of purpose and courage 
will accomplish the object. 

FISH THAT SING.

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SUING THE COLONEL FOR LIBEL. 

Boss Barnes has instructed his counsel to bring 
a suit for libel against Boss Roosevelt. 

His case for $50,000 damages is brought within 
the jurisdiction in which Mr. Roosevelt resides, 
as defendants have a right to have suits against 
them brought. If it is ever tried, it will be tried 
before a jury summoned from the vicinage. 

No attempt will be made to drag Mr. Roosevelt 

to a distant, and possibly hostile, foreign jurisdic- 
tion for trial before a strange Court and perhaps 
prejudiced jurymen, where his defense would be 
conducted at a disadvantage and at large financial 
loss. The suit must be brought in Mr. Barnes’ 
own name. He is not so situated that he can 
cause it to be brought in the name of a powerful 
Government and direct that all its enormous re- 
sources shall be employed in securing a favorable 
result for the plaintiff. 
In other words, this suit will differ materially 
from the ill-starred libel suit Mr. Roosevelt him- 
sell instituted in a moment of pique some years 
ago in consequence of the publication of secret 
history illuminating the purchase of the French 
canal company’s claims and the seizure of the Pan- 
ama strip. However vexatious the sujt may prove 
to Mr. Roosevelt, he is sure of a square deal. 

The falling-out of these two great New York 
bosses and the trial—if it ever comes to trial— 
can bring only benefit to the public in its promise 
of valuable information concerning the aims, 
movements, relations and secret intrigues of each. 
It ought to prove even more interesting than the 
trial at Ishpeming. 
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WHY HIGHER RATES ARE WANTED. 

Interstate Commerce Commission investigators 
report that ex-President W. C. Brown and other 
officials of the New York Central Railroad 
fattened their private bank accounts to the extent 
of several hundred thousand dollars during re- 
cent years by giving rebates to coal companies 
in which they were stockholders, and by using 
the credit of the railroad for the coal companies’ 
benefit, 
The New York Central and other Vanderbilt 
roads are among those which have been piteously 
pleading for permission to charge 5 per cent high- 
er freight rates. 


The text of the letter signed “Thy Joe,” whose 
publication started the train of events leading to 
the murder of Editor Gaston Calmette of the 
Paris Figaro, shows that it was of much greater 
political than social significance. 

It is easy to see how political developments 
might have come about making it most pertinent 
to print it. The standards of many of the best 
American newspapers would justify making it 
public in certain contingencies. In it the former 
Premier says he “demolished the income tax while 
appearing to defend it,” and the income tax issue 
is a critical one in France. Its appearance in M. 
Calmette’s paper gave personal offense, not be- 
cause of any specific references in it, but because 
its confidential contents as a whole showed the 
intimate relations existing at the date it was writ- 
ten between the distinguished Government off- 
cial and an unfaithful wife who afterward was 
to become the official’s own wife.

What President Wilson describes as an un- 
fortunate and ominous incident” in connection 
with the inauguration of the new national bank- 
ing system is closed by the withdrawal of the 


the Federal Reserve Board, 
Under the circumstances the action of the Pres- 


ident and Mr. Jones is wise. The attitude of Mr. 
Jones, revealed by his letter and his statement 
before the Senate committee, is unexceptional. 
The President makes clear that he selected Mr. 
Jones solely because he believed him to be the best 
available man for the work. 

In his letter to Mr. Jones acquiescing in the 
latter's withdrawal, Mr. Wilson makes a stirring 
protest against the injection of partisanship in 
the effort te organise a nonpartisan Federal re- 
serve system and against appeals to partisan 
prejudice and class antagonisms—*‘discriminations 
against particular classes of men“ — which sbould 
be discarded in the endeavor to create prosper- 
aus co-operation on a basis of mutual understand- 
ing and confidence. He appeals for a better tem- 
per in national counsels. 

Referring to the adverse report on the Jones 
nomination by a majority of the Senate Commit- 
tee on Banking and Ourrency, which he condemns 
as “unfair and untrue,” the President administers 

a deserved rebuke to denatore Reed and Hitch- 
. — He says: 

“The report ta signed by the minority (Repub- 
liceane) members of the committee and by two 
members of the majority (Democrats), who have 
usually acted with tem. 

The incident was unfortunate in more ways than 
one. It was unfortunate for those Senators who 
saw in the President's effort to organize the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board with the best available men, 
whose appointment would harmonize all classes 
and parties, an opportunity to bid for political 
capital by appealing to partisan prejudice and 
class antagonisms. It is unfortunate for Senators 
Reed and Hitcheock in that their gallery play 
emphasized their willingness, for personal gain, to 
hamper the Democratic administration and en- 
danger the success of one of its best measures. 

The President’s devotion to ideals—to the broad- 
er view of democratic government—may have led 
him into mistakes, but they are not to be com- 
pared with the mistakes of Democratic Senators 
who, for personal ends, try to block the best work 
of the Democratic administration in behalf of the 
people. 

When for the first time in more than half a 
century a Democratic administration has, with 
high purpose, persistently and successfully fought 
to carry out the will of the people by achieving 
great vital governmental reforms, there will be 
no gain for any Democratic Senator in the distinc- 
tion of having aided the enemies of reform at any 
point.

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POLICE EFFICIENCY. 


It is not unjust to accept the estimate of Police 
Department efficiency made by the Police Depart- 
ment itself. On March 17 last, Acting Police 
Chief Gillaspy in instructions to District Captains 
ordered to be read at roll call, said: If your 
men were doing even ordinary police duty, many 
crimes would be prevented and ARRESTS MADE. 
In some precincts men are not even walking their 
beats. There must be an improvement all along 
the line,” N 

These statements were a part of the text of the 
famous General Order No. 217, issued in conse- 
quence of the blundering after the hold-up in 
which $10,615, inclosed in envelopes for the pay- 
ment of Brown Shoe Co. employes, was stolen on 
March 6. What evidence has the department since 
given of the “improvement all along the line” 
then declared to be necessary? 

Crimes which it was then said that ordinary 
police duty would prevent have continued. The 
arrests which police authority itself declared 
would result from the performance of ordinary 
police duty have not been made in spectacular 
cases. The bulletin which located them at the 
corner of Kraus and Malt streets on the evening of 
March 6 is still the last heard of the Brown Shoe 
robbers, The perpetrators of the F. W. Hanpeter 
payroll robbery on April 19 are still uncaught. For 
five days after his name had been printed as 
having shot a Terminal Association officer in the 
publicity of the Union Station, Edward Koenig, or 
King, went about the streets of the city and then 
saved the public humiliation by giving himself up. 

The department may have been marked by a 
great improvement since March 17, It may be 
highly efficient now in “ordinary police duty” as 
well as in the higher branches of community-pro- 
tection and thief-taking. What proof of it, how- 
ever, has been given in the cases that attract large 
public attention, that serve as object lessons on 
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efficiency, improved or unimproved?

SPEAKING OF BASEBALL, WHAT OF A FPRENCH TRIAL? 
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WHAT ELECTION LAWS ARE FOR. 
From Today's St. Louis Republic. 

A proper election law should be 
drawn with just one objeet—to insure 
the fair, square, easy and inexpensi¥e 
registration of the popular will at 
the polls. Everything in an election 
law which is not put there te insure 
honest voting, to guarantee honest 
counting, to save the citizen unneces- 
sary trouble and to save the publife 
treasury unnecessary expense is s0 
much trash and ought to be cleared 
out of the way. 

Now the trouble with the election 
laws of Missouri is that they have 
not been drawn-—for the most part— 
with this simple and common-sense 
end in view. They .ave been drewn 
not in the public interest but in the 
interest of political machines, 

Take an illustration. from this com- 
munity. 

There are parts of St. Louls where 
the fact has been notorious for years 
that leaders of political machines 
“voted” precincts and even whole 
wards as they pleased. These leaders 
have had under their control an in- 
significant fraction of the voters of 
the community-—probably less than 5 
per cent. A mere handful of men 
has “thrown” elections at will. And 
under our iniquiteug election laws 
the decent 95 per cent of the voters 
of St. Louis have had no remedy. 

Majority rule ig the very essence 
of democratic government. Yet our 
election laws, drawn not te insure 
majority rule, but shaped so as to 
avoid hurting the sensibflities of 
election thieves and ballot-box stuf- 
fers, have made it absolutely impos- 
sible that the overwhelming decent 
majority of voters should clean up 
fraud and repeating on the part of 
the insignificant minority. So close 
elections in this town have been de- 
cided, not by the majority, but by a 
little ring of gangsters and crim- 
inals. 

We are told that even in wards 
where elections are notoriously crook- 
ed it would outrage “the principle of 
local self-government” to permit a 
strong Board of Election Commis- 
sioners to man the polling places with 
officials of courage and integrity, ob- 
tained wherever the commissioners 
could get them. To defend, in the 
name of local self-government, a sys- 
tem that enables a few crooks to 
foist upon a city of 760,000 officials 
whom the majority of its people do 
not want and have voted against is 
infernal hypocrisy. It is just the 
kind of nonsense the American pub- 
lic has grown tired of. 

The political machines have fon 
many years run our elections to suit 
their own purposes. They have been 
careless of the only real purpose of 
holding elections—to determine the 
popular will. Now it is the public's 
turn. And if the public proves as 
careless of the desires of the polit- 
ical machines as the machines have 
thus far been careless of the desires 
of the public, why, the machine lead- 
ers will have the consolation of 
knowing exactly who is to blame.
